Boyne Falls had 
three teams in the Quiz 
Bow] held at Vanderbilt 
and alldid well.

Boyne City School District 
voters will be asked to authorize 
the school board borrowing a half 
a million dollars of an estimated 
$610,000 cost to put a new roof on 
the high school at the June elec- 
tion after action taken by the 
board Monday night. 

The project, according to the 
school board and the architect for 
MJK Architects, Engineers, 
Planners, Inc., is needed as the 
roof is leaking in several areas 
arcund the school. 

It was determined by the ar- 
chitectual firm that fixing the old 
roof would not be cost effective as 
the state now requires school 
roofs tocarry a 40 pound rating as 
far as snowloads are concerned. 
The cost of repairing the roof to 
achieve those rates would be 
almost as much as building a 
whole new roof over the school. 

This is what they recommen- 
ded Monday night, citing that the 
repair and upgrade of the 
existing roof would cause the 
school to be disrupted in almost 
every classroom and hallway as 
the interior components would 
have to be dismantled, rebuilt 
and then reassembled. 

The architect, Bob Smith, also 
cited the safety factors in trying 
to repair the roof the way it 
would have to be done. 

He proposed instead, a new 
sloped metal roof on all four sides 
of the building, to be built over 
the existing roof. Insulation 
would be added to the new roof to 
help make the building more 
energy efficient. 

He said his proposal would 
take the gravel off the roof of the 
gymnasium, add a four inch layer 
of styrofoam type insulation and 
a layer of a single ply membrane. 
His specifications called for a ten 
year guaranteed roof for both the 
metal and the membrane parts. 

Smith estimated the cost of the 
new roof would be about $534,400 
for the 73,500 square foot struc- 
ture. 

In the discussion by the board 
after the presentation, it was 
determined it would take about 
60 to 90 days to do the construc- 
tion. The architect said the con- 
struction could occur when the 
students are going toclasses.

Contruction could possibly 
start by August if voters approve 
the bonding issue at the June ele- 
tion. 

“No matter what else,” Board 
member Thelma Behling said, 
“we need a new roof on the high 
school.” She added that if the 
school ddesn’t get a new roof, 
there is a possibility the school 
would have to be closed. 

She also said, “I feel the people 
of the district know we need this 
roof and I feel it would go(pass).” 

The discussion of passage of a 
bonding issue and how it would 
be done took two informal polls 
by Board President Richard May 
before it came to a formal vote to 
approve putting the bonding 
proposal on the June ballot. 

Also approved: as part of the 
ballot question was the 
replacement of the bleachers in 
the high school gym. Those 
bleachers have been determined 
unsafe and have caused problems 
this past school year with the 
custodial staff who has to put 
them outandin, 

Cost estimates on repairs for 
the present bleachers were in the 
range of $20,000 according to 
Superintendent Rich Kelly. 
Board members said that even if 
they repaired the bleachers, they 
would still have 20 year old 
bleachers that could break down 
the next day. They also won- 
dered about parts availability on 
the old units. 

Some other repairs and im- 
provements are also included on 
the ballot that would pay for 
storage building addition to the 
bus garage and an addition to the 
building for a new freezer. 

In other action the board lear- 
ned the millage would be rolled 
back by a factor of .9854 mills. 
The rollback was caused by the 
Headlee Amendment which 
limits the amount of taxes caused 
by growth of an area. The almost 
one mill rollback figures out to 
$54,385.37 in lost taxes to the 
school system. 

Kelly did say though, that the 
lost tax income caused by the roll- 
back does not include the ap- 
proximately $29,000 in new con- 
struction taxes the district is get- 
ting: In effect, it is a gain over the 


Boyne City hosts 


Class C talks 


Boyne City School Board 
members heard a preliminary 
report concerning the possibility 
of starting a new league for Class 
C schools after John Hunt asked 
the board what had happened at 
an informational C League 
meeting that was held recently. 

Superintendent Rich Kelly 
told the board and members of 
the audience that the school 
district had invited 11 schoals to 
participate in a luncheon to discuss 
a possible league. Of the 11 asked, 
seven showed up for the meeting. 

Those expressing any interest 
in a new league discussed and 
compared school size, transpor- 
tation costs, and the Boyne City 
members listened to what the 
other schools were interested in 
saying about a new league 
system. 

Upon hearing of the interest, 
Boyne City is preparing a plan 
that would include all of the nor- 


thern Michigan high schools of 
the C size by competitiveness and 
within easy traveling distances. 
The plan being worked on by 
school officicals includes a 
possible tiering of a league so 
that the smaller sheools would 
not have to compete with the 
larger class C schools. 

The other schools would havea 
chance to review the proposal 
before considering any further 
action, according to Kelly. 

At this point, school officials 
say they are just starting to 
research the possibility of a new 
league system. They listed all of 
the schools that were invited, and 
many have agreed to pursue in- 
formation further. 

John McGeorge, Athletic 
Director, said that no further 
meetings are planned al this time 
until each has had a chance to 
receive the information Boyne 
City is preparing.

Too dry, mushroomers find 
limited success at hunt 


Boyne City’s annual National 
Mushroom Hunt could be called a 
matter of luck. Lucky for the 
winners and the carnival folks, 
and unlucky for about 100 other 
mushroomers from across the 
nation that traveled to Boyne 
City and because of the weather, 
didn't — find very many 
mushrooms. 

But a total of 1,521 mushrooms 
did get found as the 115 con- 
testants were taken out to a dif- 
ferent part of the Chandler Hill 
forest area on Saturday and Sun- 
day. 

Hringing home the most was 
perennial champion Stan Boris of 
Charlevoix, who found 129 
mushrooms for his total during 
the three hours of hunting time 
allowed. Boris had some luck 
Sunday when the officials stop- 
ped the caravan in his forty acre 
woodcutting area. He said he 
knew the area like the back of his 
hand since he has been cutting 
wood with a DNR permit for the 
last few months. 

Taking second place in the Pro 
Division was Mark Hall, who had 
a count of only three mushrooms 
going into the Sunday final.

Boyne City Commissioners 
were expected to hear and 
discuss the extension of water 
and sewer services to an 180 unit 
building project that is proposed 
on Hull Street at the edge of town 
at their Tuesday night meeting. 

The project, which would have 
the developer pay all costs con- 
cerned, would be the first time 
the city has considered going 
outside of the community to ser- 
veanarea.

DIET ANDNUTRITION 

In the history of foods it has 
seemed that man has always 
made good use of what has been 
provided him for his time and 
place. When studying history I 
am curious about what the people 
ate and how they cooked it. They 
somehow managed to survive 
through “thick and thin” and we 
can take some valuable lessons 
from those people of bygone 
times. Their foods were natural, 
their meats roasted, and no doubt 
they worked off excess fat. 

We have never been more 
aware of what is good for us than 
at this time. The food experts tell 
us that salt and fats are our worst 
enemies; and the least we can do

is to cut down on the use of them 
in our cooking and at the table. 
They tell us that the average 
American consumes six times 
more salt per year than our 
bodies can handle. 

Let's take the salt shaker off 
the table and season foods with 
flavorings of herbs like dill, 
spices, lemon juice and wine. I 
experimented with some foods 
recently. When something on my 
plate needed a little more salt, I 
added a few drops of lemon juice 
— it worked! 

We can trim the fat from pork 
and beef and remove some of the 
skin of poultry before cooking. 
Let's not eliminate the use of 
pork in our diet. It is easier to 
trim the fat from pork than beef 
thatis marbled. 

The meat industries are 
working on producing less fat in 
their meat, The pork industry 
has been very successful in the 
production of leaner hogs, and 
our pork has improved. There is 
the trend towards leaner beef 
with plans for the come-back of 
the Texas longhorns, which will 
be a slow process since the pure 
breed of longhorns is almost ex- 
tinct. The lean natura] meat of 
the longhorn offers more 
nutrition per éalorie and will bein 
popular demand in the future. 

We Americans are at two ex- 
tremes when it comes to our diet 
and health. We study about 
cholesterol, fats and salt and 
spend millions of dollars a year at 
our fast food places. The most 
popular American lunch of ham- 
burgers, french fries and milk 
shakes is overloaded with salt 
and fats. 

It seems that the food industry 
will help us a great deal in the 


future. However, in the mean- . 


time, we can make the best use cf 
what we have. We have been told

that olive oil is good for the heart, 
so mix it with lemon juice and 
spices or herbs to flavor this 
baked chicken — you'll be sur- 
prised. 

BAKEDCHICKEN 
(chicken, cut up 
2 tablespoons olive oil 
‘2 teaspoon thyme 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
Dash of pepper 
Lime wedges 

Remove the skin from chicken 
pieces if you are cutting down on 
fat. Put the pieces of chicken inan 
oiled baking dish and mix with 
the olive oil, thyme, lemon juice 
and pepper.
